House To Take 
Step Toward 
Rapid Transit 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Sponsors 
pred icted Hou se passage tod ay of a bill 
that cou ld somed ay help create a 
space age, high-speed rail passenger 
sy stem linking Ohio’s major cities. 
The chief sponsor, Rep. Arthu r 
YVilkowski, D-46 Toled o, pred icted it 
wou ld receiv e 70 to 80 v otes in the 99- 
member chamber. He called it a v ital 
step in planning ahead for Ohio’s 
fu tu re transportation. 
Wilkowski’s bill sets u p a fiv e- 
member Ohio Rapid Transit Au thority 
which, if fu nd s become av ailable, 
cou ld ex ercise the power of eminent 
d omain and cooperate with fed eral and 
priv ate interests to get the sy stem 
bu ilt. The sponsor estimated costs at 
abou t $1.5 billion, and said fed eral 
fu nd s and state bond issu e proceed s 
might figu re in the financing. 
His bill was the major item of 
bu siness opening this week’s Hou se 
d eliberations. Senators retu rned 
Mond ay night and v oted 26-3 to rev ise 
state cred it u nion laws. The rev isions 
wou ld let them 
increase interest 
charges on loans of $500 or less, bu t at 
the same time requ ire them to carry 
state or fed eral d eposit insu rance. 
Hou se Insu rance Chairman William 
E. Hinig, D-96 New Philad elphia, said 
he wou ld appear tod ay at a news 
conference with Insu rance Director 
Harry V. Ju mp and others to d iscu ss a 
d epartmental bill aimed at d ealing 
with the state’s med ical malpractice 
problem. Hinig’s Hou se committee 
plans to begin hearing testimony 
Wed nesd ay . 
Otherwise, Sen. Harry Meshel, D-33 
You ngstown, introd u ced a measu re 
that wou ld let hotels in Ohio receiv e 
permits to sell liqu or on Su nd ay s 
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withou t presently requ ired local option 
elections. “Hotels in the d ry areas ot 
the state are d y ing on Su nd ay s,’’ he 
said , ad d ing that the legislatu re 
alread y d ecid ed when it permitted 
limited Su nd ay sales “that is isn’t so 
mu ch a moral issu e any more.’’ 
S e n .R o b e r tF .. O’Shau ghnessy , 
D-15 Colu mbu s, sponsored the cred it 
u nion bill that lets them increase their 
max imu m interest on loans of $5 00 or 
less from 1 per cent to XVz per cent per 
month, or from 12 to 18 per cent an­ 
nu ally . He said this still wou ld keep 
them well below the 24 per cent an­ 
nu ally charged for bank cred it card 
pu rchases, and the more than 27 per 
cent the state permits small loan 
companies to charge. 
The bill otherwise permits cred it 
u nion sharehold ers to v ote by mail as 
an alternativ e to giv ing their prox ies, 
and permits grou ps of persons with a 
“ common bond ,’’ 
inclu d ing 
ge­ 
ography , to become grou p members of 
cred it u nions. 
Ohio has abou t 750 cred it u nions 
operating 
u nd er fed eral or state 
charters, and their members com­ 
bined hav e abou t $1.5 billion on 
d eposit, O’Shau gnessy said . He said 
his bill, which now goes to the Hou se, is 
need ed to make cred it u nions “more 
v iable and competitiv e in tod ay ’s 
economic situ ation.’’ 
In other d ev elopments, the Senate 
Health and Retirement Committee 
recommend ed passage Mond ay night 
of a resolu tion establishing a joint 
committee to inv estigate cond itions in 
Ohio’s nu rsing homes.

—Allow the State Controlling Board 
to charge fees for occu pational and 
professional licenses.

Field reports said that the town of 
Takhmau six miles sou th of the capital 
was aband oned to the rebels after it 
came u nd er heav y recoilless and 
mortar fire. At least 100 gov ernment 
sold iers were reported killed or 
wou nd ed , and six 105 mm howitzers 
were left behind . 
Newsmen in Phnom Penh said the 
Khmer Rou ge still held a marketplace 
astrid e the road to the airport. Reports 
Mond ay night said the gov ernment had 
airlifted reinforcements to the airfield 
to join abou t 1,000 troops try ing to hold 
a line along the railroad parallel to the 
highway .

WASHINGTON (AP) - A com­ 
bination of ev ents is forcing the U.S. 
gov ernment v irtu ally to write off 
hopes of ev acu ating u p to 200,000 Sou th 
Vietnamese. 
U.S. officials say there is a genu ine 
need to remov e a significant nu mber of 
Sou th Vietnamese who may be in jeop­ 
ard y in any Commu nist takeov er 
becau se of their American con­ 
nections. The American officials point 
ou t that “ logistics and practical 
realities” make it a tou gh, if not im­ 
possible, problem. 
“ Unless there is a cease-fire or an 
agreement by the North Vietnamese 
army to let the Sou th Vietnamese 
leav e peacefu lly , we will hav e a real 
m ess,” pred icted one State De­ 
partment official. “And if aid is not 
prov id ed by Congress, ev ery thing will 
get telescoped in time,” he ad d ed . 


In Saigon, Presid ent Ngu y en Van 
Thieu has been slow to relax a ban on 
trav el for all Vietnamese with the 
ex ception of the orphan airlift and 
some wiv es of Americans. There are 
reported to be sev eral thou sand 
Vietnamese d epend ents of Americans 
with v isas to enter the United States 
who hav e not been able to obtain the 
requ ired permits to leav e Vietnam. 


Some Americans with long ex ­ 
perience in Vietnam say it might be 
necessary to make a d eal with 
Presid ent Ngu y en Van Thieu in ord er 
to get the flow of refu gees started . 


The natu re of the d eal was not mad e 
known, bu t in some informed grou ps 
here there is a belief that Thieu is 
looking on the 4,000 to 5 ,000 remaining 
Americans as hostages in ord er to 
obtain a fav orable offer from the U.S. 
In Congress, there are strong 
reserv ations against giv ing Presid ent 
Ford the au thority to u se U.S. troops if 
necessary to ev acu ate Sou th Viet­ 
namese refu gees. 


Another ind icator of U.S. opinion 
was d isplay ed at a recent conference 
here of 300 local officials from all 
points of the United States. The grou p 
v oted 95 per cent against fu rther 
military aid to Vietnam. 


In ad d ition, the rank-and -file of 
organized labor are beginning to in­ 
form members of Congress that they 
d o not want a new wav e of refu gees 
coming to this cou ntry , an informed 
sou rce said .

The 16 -member bipartisan panel was 
created by the legislatu re last month 
to stu d y fu el costs and sou rces and the 
ratemaking proced u res of the FUCO. 
Sweet said the commission ex er­ 
cised little control ov er the fu el 
escalator clau se.

the same time require them to carry 
state or federal deposit insurance. 
House Insurance Chairman William 
E . Hinig, D-96 New Philadelphia, said 
he would appear today at a news 
conference with Insurance Director 
Harry V. Jump and others to discuss a 
departmental bill aimed at dealing 
with the state’s medical malpractice 
problem. Hinig’s House committee 
plans to begin hearing testimony 
Wednesday. 
Otherwise, Sen. Harry Meshel, D-33 
Youngstown, introduced a measure 
that would let hotels in Ohio receive 
permits to sell liquor on Sundays

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without presently required local option 
elections. “ Hotels in the dry areas ol 
the state are dying on Sundays,’’ he 
said, adding that the legislature 
already decided when it permitted 
limited Sunday sales “ that is isn’t so 
much a moral issue any more.” 
S e n . R o b e r t E. O’Shaughnessy, 
D-15 Columbus, sponsored the credit 
union bill that lets them increase their 
maximum interest on loans of $500 or 
less from I per cent to I xk per cent per 
month, or from 12 to 18 per cent an­ 
nually. He said this still would keep 
them well below the 24 per cent an­ 
nually charged for bank credit card 
purchases, and the more than 27 per 
cent the state permits small loan 
companies to charge. 
The bill otherwise permits credit 
union shareholders to vote by mail as 
an alternative to giving their proxies, 
and permits groups of persons with a

Ohio has about 750 credit unions

He said 
his bill, which now goes to the House, is 
needed to make credit unions “ more 
viable and competitive in today’s 
economic situation.” 
In other developments, the Senate 
Health and Retirement Committee 
recommended passage Monday night 
of a resolution establishing a joint 
committee to investigate conditions in 
Ohio’s nursing homes.

teachers to receive up to five years’ 
retirement credit for time they taught 
in non-public schools. 
In addition to Meshel’s Sunday 
liquor bill, the Senate received 
proposals to:

In South Vietnam, fighting continued 
on three sides of Saigon and the Viet 
Cong blew up a bomb dump at the big 
Bien Hoa air base 15 miles north of the 
capital. 
Cambodian troops in Phnom Penh 
told newsmen the insurgents were at 
the northern outskirts of the city but 
had not entered. The city was quiet and 
the government radio continued to 
broadcast. 
Field reports said that the town of 
Takhmau six miles south of the capital 
was abandoned to the rebels after it 
came under heavy recoilless and 
mortar fire. At least IOO government 
soldiers were reported killed or 
wounded, and six 105mm howitzers 
were left behind. 
Newsmen in Phnom Penh said the 
Khmer Rouge still held a marketplace 
astride the road to the airport. Reports 
Monday night said the government had 
airlifted reinforcements to the airfield 
to join about 1,000 troops trying to hold 
a line along the railroad parallel to the 
highway. 
Sydney Schanberg of the New York 
Times, one of the six Americans known 
to have remained in Phnom Penh, said 
he drove through the Pochentong 
market and saw the rebels, but they 
made no effort to stop him. 
Schanberg said

points. But field reports indicated a lull 
in fighting on the city’s fronts, punc­ 
tuated by rocket fire. 
Six rebel rockets reportedly fell on a 
textile mill inside the western sector of 
the capital, raising a cloud of black 
smoke visible from afar. Refugees 
continued to stream into the capital 
from the northwest, and they reported 
heavy rocket fire there. 
Khmer Rouge broadcasts monitored 
in the Thai capital said the Com­ 
munist-led Cambodian insurgents took 
the town of Prek Phneou, on Phnom 
Penh’s northern outskirts and were 
advancing on a bridge less than four 
miles from the center of the city. 
One broadcast from the insurgent 
station, which reportedly is located at 
Kratie, 110 miles northeast of Phnom 


Penh, said the city “ is on the point of 
collapse, and we nearly have liberated 
the entire city.” 
Another Khmer Rouge broadcast 
said the Cambodian air force pilot who 
bombed the military headquarters in 
Phnom Penh Monday landed in Khmer 
Rouge territory and was welcomed by 
the insurgents. 
Tile government radio in Phnom 
Penh said LL Gen. Sak Suthsakhan, 
the head of the military junta that took 
over the government last weekend, 
had relinquished the defense ministry 
to Interior Minister Hou Hong so that 
the general could devote his full time 
to his job of president of the junta. 
The government radio appeared to 
be functioning normally and closed its 
newscast with Buddhist prayers for 


the Cambodian new year in mid April. 
Twenty-nine South Vietnamese 
airmen were reported wounded in the 
attack on the big Bien Hoa air base 
north of Saigon. 
Viet Cong saboteurs slipped through 
the defenses during the night, planted 
satchel charges in a bomb dump and 
set off explosions that shook buildings 
in Saigon. 
Fighting continued for the seventh 
day at Xuan Ix>c, the provincial capital 
40 miles east of Saigon, but the South 
Vietnamese army said its troops were 
keeping the battle on the edges of the 
city and holding their own. 
The Saigon command claimed that 
86 North Vietnamese were killed while 
government casualties were only three 
killed and three wounded.

WASHINGTON (A P) - A com­ 
bination of events is forcing the U.S. 
government virtually to write off 
hopes of evacuating up to 200,000 South 
Vietnamese. 


U.S. officials say there is a genuine 
need to remove a significant number of 
South Vietnamese who may be in jeop­ 
ardy in any Communist takeover 
because of their American con­ 
nections. The American officials point 
out that “ logistics and practical 
realities” make it a tough, if not im­ 
possible, problem. 


“ Unless there is a cease-fire or an 
agreement by the North Vietnamese 
army to let the South Vietnamese 
leave peacefully, we will have a real 
mess,” predicted one State De­ 
partment official. “ And if aid is not 
provided by Congress, everything will 
get telescoped in time,” he added. 


In Saigon, President Nguyen Van 
Thieu has been slow to relax a ban on 
travel for all Vietnamese with the 
exception of the orphan airlift and 
some wives of Americans. There are 
reported to be several thousand 
Vietnamese dependents of Americans 
with visas to enter the United States 
who have not been able to obtain the 
required permits to leave Vietnam.

President Nguyen Van Thieu in order 
to get the flow of refugees started. 


The nature of the deal was not made 
known, but in some informed groups 
here there is a belief that Thieu is 
looking on the 4,000 to 5,000 remaining 
Americans as hostages in order to 
obtain a favorable offer from the U.S. 


In Congress, there are strong 
reservations against giving President 
Ford the authority to use U.S. troops if 
necessary to evacuate South Viet­ 
namese refugees. 


Another indicator of U.S. opinion 
was displayed at a recent conference 
here of 300 local officials from all 
points of the United States. The group 
voted 95 per cent against further 
military aid to Vietnam. 


In addition, the rank-and-file of 
organized labor are beginning to in­ 
form members of Congress that they 
do not want a new wave of refugees 
coming to this country, an informed 
source said. 


This is being done because of the 
present recession and unemployment 
approaching the 9 per cent level, the 
source said.

A strike would affect all of the 
nation’s major railroads. 
BRAU President C. L. Dennis an­ 
nounced Monday that union members 
were voting overwhelmingly to walk 
out. He said a strike “ appears to be the 
only avenue for settling this already 
lengthy dispute.” 
Federal mediators have tried since 
January to resolve contract dif­ 
ferences between the union and the 
National Railway I^abor Conference, 
the industry’s bargaining arm. How­ 
ever, there have been no reports of 
progress. 
In a statement, Dennis called 
management’s response to the union’s 
bargaining goals “ neither realistic nor 
reasonable,” and said the industry’s 
counterproposal was “ so extreme that 
it would drive this industry and its 
workers back into the 19th century.” 
BRAG’ and four other unions have 
refused to go along with a three-year 
contract accepted earlier by seven 
other railwav unions. 


The pact provides wage and benefit 
increases totaling 41 per cent over 
three years. Dennis has said his 
members need more to offset inflation. 
Sources said another issue standing 
in the way of a settlement is BRAC’s 
demand for guarantees against 
layoffs. 
Dennis said preliminary results of 
the strike vote showed members 
voting 85-90 per cent in favor of a 
strike. Final voting results are ex­ 
pected Thursday. 
In other economic developments: 
—The I^ibor Department said men 
and teen-agers bore the brunt of 
unemployment over the past year 
while employment levels of women 
remained steady. 
The government said 29.8 million 
women were employed in the first 
quarter of 1975, the same as a year 
ago, while employment level of adult 
men and teen-agers fell 1.3 million and 
500,000, respectively.

Utility Fuel Adjustm ent Clauses Probed 


COLUM BUS,

( AP) 
Automatic fuel adjustments, which are 
passed on virtually unregulated by 
utilities to their customers, have come 
under the scrutiny of a special legisla­ 
tive energy committee. 
David C. Sweet, a member of the 
Public Utilities Commission of Ohio, 
told the committee Monday that major 
gas and electric companies passed on 
to consumers $524 million in fuel ad­ 
justments last year, over and above 
regular rates. 
“ The bulk of the burden has been 
placed on the consumer as a result of 
the pass-through on coal costs,” Sweet 


said at a hearing of the Joint Select 
Committee on Energy. 
The 16-member bipartisan panel was 
created by the legislature last month 
to study fuel costs and sources and the 
ratemaking procedures of the PUCO. 
Sweet said the commission exer­ 
cised little control over the fuel 
escalator clause. Utilities must file 
reports detailing their increased costs 
and the commission is undertaking 
“ spot audits” to verify coal prices, he 
said. 
Other than that, a percentage pass­ 
through 
to 
the 
consumer 
is 
“ automatic,” Sweet said. 


The commissioners contend that 
PUCO would be flooded with rate in­ 
crease cases if the escalator clause 
were abandoned. 
And there is some question as to the 
extent of their authority to refuse 
applications for the automatic in­ 
creases. “ I don’t know whether we 
could at our discretion say 'no more 
fuel adjustments’,” PUCO chairman 
Luther Heckman said. 
Sally Bloomfield, the third member 
of the regulatory agency* said the 
PUCO had been assured that com­ 
panies have been paying increased 
costs for coal, there’s no question 


about that at all.” 
Nevertheless, Sen. Oakley C. Collins, 
R-17 Ironton, requested that the 
commissioners provide legislators 
with comparative market prices of 
coal before, during and after the 
November strike by mine workers. 
“ Is there anybody monitoring their 
(utilities) purchase prices?” asked 
Sen. Harry Meshel, D-33 Youngstown. 
He was told the PUCO was currently 
conducting three spot audits. But the 
commissioners noted that they had no 
authority to look at the books of coal 
companies. 
Rep. Thomas J. Carney, D-71 


Boardman, chairman of the select 
committee, said the fuel escalator 
clause was the “ major bone of con­ 
tention with the public.” But he 
complained that “ consumers are not 
really participating” in the rate-mak­ 
ing process. 
In fact, John D. Borrows, head of 
PUCO’s utility section, acknowledged 
that public testimony at regular rate 
hearings had little bearing on the 
setting of rates.

decision,” he said. 
“ That is one of the .reasons why 
thousands of people in a community 
can object and they are just put 
aside,” concluded Rep.

He testified after a line­ 
up of character witnesses swore to his 
reputation for honesty and integrity, 
and after three of his former employes 
State Income 
Tax Deadline 
Tonight 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — About a 
million Ohioans have until midnight 
tonight to jile their state income tax 
returns. 
The state tax division said a total of 
about four million returns were ex­ 
pected to be filed this year and that as 
of Monday, close to three million had 
been returned. 
“ We thought people would be 
pushing for refunds, but it didn’t oc­ 
cur,” said state tax administrator A.J. 
Catanzaro. 
Catanzaro said the division an­ 
ticipates receiving between 700,000 and 
8 00,000 returns by the midnight 
deadline. 
He said district offices in major 
metropolitan areas would stay open 
until 8 p.m. to handle the last-minute 
rush and post offices were gearing up 
to handle the flood of mailed returns. 
Any envelope bearing an April 15 
postmark would be considered to have 
met the deadline, he said. 
So far, the income tax division has 
processed about 1.5 million returns 
and refunded almost $29.3 million to 
taxpayers. 
“ The average size of the refunds so 
far this year is $19.66,” Catanzaro said. 
“ That’s about 15 cents more than the 
average refund last year. But that 
could go up if some of those people 
requesting big-sized refunds are 
waiting until the last minute.” 
He said the total number of returns 
received this year is up 100,000 from 
the same time last year. 
But, he added, “ you can’t consider 
that very significant, because we’re 
geared to handle about 40,000 forms a 
day.” 
Last year, there were a total of about 
3.8 million returns-200,000 less than are 
expected this year. 
Catanzaro said that filers who miss 
the deadline are subject to a penalty of 
5 per cent a month on any taxes due, 
with a maximum of 25 per cent of any 
money unpaid. 
There is also an interest charge of 6 
per cent a year on the unpaid money. 
He said taxpayers with a federal 
deadline 
extension 
are 
also 
automatically granted a state ex­ 
tension, but are still subject to the 6 per 
cent a year interest charge. 
Taxpayers could speed up their 
refunds and save the state money by 
using the gummed address labels 
attached to their income tax booklet. 
“ About 44 per cent of taxpayers 
don’t use these labels,” Catanzaro 
said, "but the labels can cut weeks off 
the time required to process refunds.”

Connally’s story on Monday differed 
in one respect from the testimony he 
had given earlier to Senate Watergate 
investigators and to a federal grand 
jury. 
He said earlier he was sure one key 
meeting with Jacobsen took place the 
afternoon of Oct. 26, 1973, in his hotel 
room in Austin, Tex. On Monday he 
said he still remembers it that way, 
but that he must be wrong because a 
hotel waiter had testified that the 
meeting took place at breakfast time. 
It was at this meeting that Jacobsen 
says he and Connally agreed to lie 
about the alleged bribes. 
Connally also says now that he came 
to Austin the night before, while he had 
testified previously that he didn’t fly 
there until that morning. 
The day began when U.S. District 
Judge George L. Hart denied Con- 
nally’s routine motions asking for a 
directed verdict of acquittal. The 
judge ruled that there was enough 
evidence to raise a question of guilt 
that ought to be settled by a jury.

General Telephone Co. service have 
been hard-hit recently by an outbreak 
of obscene phone calls, according to 
Circleville Police Sgt. I^arry Pontious. 
The department has investigated 15 
complaints of obscene calls since April 
1, he said. A total of 51 were in­ 
vestigated in 1974. 
Sgt. Pontious suggests that persons 
should immediately hang-up their 
phones after they realize tj^ t a call is 
obscene. If the person doesn’t listen or 
try to talk back, the caller will usually 
not try again. 
If more than a single call is received, 
persons should have a notebook and 
pencil by their telephones to record the 
exact date and time of the calls, the 
conversation, 
and

general 
description of the voice. 
Small whistles may also be used to 
blow into the mouthpiece of the phone 
during an obscene call, he said. 
All obscene calls should be reported 
to the police. 
If a number of calls are received and 
can be verified by police reports, the 
police and telephone company may 
recommend that a line trap be in­ 
stalled on the telephone. This device 
can be used to trace the call to its 
originating point.

He testified after a line­ 
up of character witnesses swore to his 
reputation for honesty and integrity, 
and after three of his former employes 
State Income 
Tax Deadline 
Tonight 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — About a 
million Ohioans have until midnight 
tonight to file their state income tax 
returns. 
The state tax division said a total of 
about four million returns were ex­ 
pected to be filed this year and that as 
of Monday, close to three million had 
been returned. 
“ We thought people would be 
pushing for refunds, but it didn’t oc­ 
cur,” said state tax administrator A. J. 
Catanzaro. 
Catanzaro said the division an­ 
ticipates receiving between 700,000 and 
800,000 returns by the m idnight 
deadline. 
He said district offices in major 
metropolitan areas would stay open 
until 8 p.m. to handle the last-minute 
rush and post offices were gearing up 
to handle the flood of mailed returns. 
Any envelope bearing an April 15 
postmark would be considered to have 
met the deadline, he said. 
So far, the income tax division has 
processed about 1.5 million returns 
and refunded almost $29.3 million to 
taxpayers. 
“The average size of the refunds so 
far this year is $19.66,” Catanzaro said. 
“That’s about 15 cents more than the 
average refund last year. But that 
could go up if some of those people 
requesting big-sized refunds are 
waiting until the last minute.” 
He said the total number of returns 
received this year is up 100,000 from 
the same time last year. 
But, he added, “you can’t consider 
that very significant, because we’re 
geared to handle about 40,000 forms a 
day.” 
I^ast year, there were a total of about 
3.8 million returns-200,000 less than are 
expected this year. 
Catanzaro said that filers who miss 
the deadline are subject to a penalty of 
5 per cent a month on any taxes due, 
with a maximum of 25 per cent of any 
money unpaid. 
There is also an interest charge of 6 
per cent a year on the unpaid money. 
He said taxpayers with a federal 
deadline 
extension 
are 
also 
automatically granted a state ex­ 
tension, but are still subject to the 6 per 
cent a year interest charge. 
Taxpayers could speed up their 
refunds and save the state money by 
using the gummed address labels 
attached to their income tax booklet. 
“About 44 per cent of taxpayers 
don’t use these labels,” Catanzaro 
said, ’’but the labels can cut weeks off 
the time required to process refunds.”

Connally’s story on Monday differed 
in one respect from the testimony he 
had given earlier to Senate Watergate 
investigators and to a federal grand 
jury. 
He said earlier he was sure one key 
meeting with Jacobsen took place the 
afternoon of Oct. 26, 1973, in his hotel 
room in Austin, Tex. On Monday he 
said he still remembers it that way, 
but that he must be wrong because a 
hotel waiter had testified that the 
meeting took place at breakfast time. 
It was at this meeting that Jacobsen 
says he and Connally agreed to lie 
about the alleged bribes. 
Connally also says now that he came 
to Austin the night before, while he had 
testified previously that he didn’t fly 
there until that morning. 
The day began when U.S. District 
Judge George L. Hart denied Con­ 
nally’s routine motions asking for a 
directed verdict of acquittal. The 
judge ruled that there was enough 
evidence to raise a question of guilt 
that ought to be settled by a jury.

Obscene Calls 


C ircleville 
subscribers

General Telephone Co. service have 
been hard-hit recently by an outbreak 
of obscene phone calls, according to 
Circleville Police Sgt. Izarry Pontious. 
The department has investigated 15 
complaints of obscene calls since April 
I, he said. A total of 51 were in­ 
vestigated in 1974. 
Sgt. Pontious suggests that persons 
should 
immediately 
hang-up 
their 
phones after they realize tyat a call is 
obscene. If the person doesn’t listen or 
try to talk back, the caller will usually 
not try again. 
If more than a single call is received, 
persons should have a notebook and 
pencil by their telephones to record the 
exact date and time of the calls, the 
conversation, 
and

general 
description of the voice. 
Small whistles may also be used to 
blow into the mouthpiece of the phone 
during an obscene call, he said. 
All obscene calls should be reported 
to the police. 
If a number of calls are received and 
can be verified by police reports, the 
police and telephone company may 
recommend that a line trap be in­ 
stalled on the telephone. This device 
can be used to trace the call to its 
originating point.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The once- 
golden Santa Clara Valley south of San 
Francisco is filled now with a maze of 
factories and suburbs. Its smog is a 
landmark for sailors off the California 
coast. 
East of the Golden Gate, industrial 
Oakland wafts its polluted air across 
San Franscisco Bay. 
North of the city, the suburbs are 
marching up to the Napa Valley wine 
country. 
And in Washington, politicians and 
lobbyists argue over the merits of 
proposals that the federal government 
set up a system to plan the nation’s fu­ 
ture growth. 
Would land use legislation solve all 
the problems of a sprawling nation, 
redesigning late 20th century America 
into a workable community, with the 
gears of urban 
life, 
suburban 
development, agriculture and con­ 
servation all meshing together? 
That is the long-range goal of land 
use planning, as envisioned by one of 
its leading advocates here, 
Rep. 
Morris K. Udall, D-Ariz. 
But Bryan Patchen, a member of the 
National Association of Home Builders 
land use and development staff, insists 
that land use legislation guarantees no 
such future for the United States. 
San Jose, Calif., in the heart of the 
Santa Clara Valley, would not 
necessarily look any different if land 
use legislation had been in effect 
before it underwent its terrific building 
boom, Patchen said. 
“The irony is that the public is 
looking at land use legislation as a 
cure-all, but sprawl is planned for, by 
zoning, by subdivision regulations,’’ he 
said. 
> 
Indeed, as the home builders’ group 
defines its ideal land use legislation, 
each local jurisdiction would deter­ 
mine the use of the land within its 
borders, with the federal government 
setting broad policy and the states 
guaranteeing that local decisions are 
regionally coordinated.

Its economists do not fear, as many 
economists do, that the impact of 
heavy Treasury borrowing will serve 
to exclude private borrowers from the 
credit markets in 1975. 
It cites as one reason for its op­ 
timism that “ The counterpart of

As long as I can remember my 
father and my mother have had 
colonic irrigations to “ clean out the 
poisons in the system,” they say. Now 
they want me to do the same thing. 
They read your column and I know 
would be persuaded by what you say.

Dear Mr. F.; 
One of the most difficult problems 
confronting physicians is freeing 
people from myths and fancies. 
At the turn of the century, colonic 
irrigations in France were rituals that 
no one questioned. Soon the fad spread 
to the United States and attracted a 
large group of devotees. 
Regular colonic irrigations “ to 
remove poisons” have no validity* 
whatsoever. In fact, the indiscriminate 
use of enemas and colonic irrigations 
may, in the presence of unrecognized 
bowel conditions, be fraught with 
extreme danger. 
In very specific instances, doctors 
w ill 
recommend 
an 
occasional 
irrigation, for a very specific purpose. 
Then, and only then, should it be done. 
We have long since departed from 
the dependence on laxatives, enemas 


and colonic irrigations as the answer 
to all of man’s ills. 
I hope you can induce your parents 
to give up this habit. Certainly, you 
should not fall into the trap of per­ 
petuating this unwise practice. 


What is the best way to treat a 
muscle bruise? One of our children is 
always getting a bruise of one kind or 
another. 
Mrs. H .G .L., Mich. 
Dear Mrs. L.: 
The application of cold immediately 
after a muscle has been hurt tends to 
reduce the swelling. If a tiny blood 
vessel has been broken the blood seeps 
into the fibers of the muscle and makes 
it tender and swollen. Cold ap­ 
plications will tend to stop the bleeding 
and minimize the discoloration. 
However, after an hour or two the 
cold has served its function. Then, a 
switch to heat will lessen the pain and 
be helpful in absorbing the blood. 
The temptation to massage an in­ 
jured muscle must be resisted. 
Vigorous massage can start the 
bleeding and further injure the 
muscle.

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WASHINGTON (A P) — Congress is 
considering a bill to boost employment 
in the depressed auto industry by hav­ 
ing the federal government buy 121,000 
new cars and trucks to replace vir­ 
tually all of its nationwide fleet. 
The proposal, characterized by one 
supporter as a “ food stamp program 
for the automobile manufacturers,” 
would cost $443 million. Its provisions 
are included in the emergency em­ 
ployment bill which has passed the 
House and is pending in the Senate. 
Instead of replacing its vehicles only 
after six years or 60,000 miles, the 
government would repl; ce all but 
those bought after Ma> 1974. 
But President Ford feels the 
measure is uneconomical, says White 
House Press Secretary Ron Nessen. 
James T. Lynn, director of the Office 
of Management and Budget, says the 
provision is one reason he would 
recommend the President veto the bill 
in its current form. 
Because not all of the $443 million 
would be spent in the same fiscal year, 
adm inistration officials are hard 
pressed to figure out exactly how much 
the measure would add to the budget 
deficit for fiscal 1976, which Ford has 
said should be limited to $60 billion. 
Nessen has also complained that the 
bill would “ take away 54,000 sales 
from new and used car dealers 
because the government, in effect, 
would be competing with the new and 
used car dealers.” The number used 
by Nessen is the number of 2-year-old 
to 6-year-old cars which would be sold 
by GSA to make room for the new cars.

Brown predicted that the bill would 
necessitate the keeping of at least two 
sets of voter registration records-one

Speaking Of Your Health

As long as I can remember my 
father and my mother have had 
colonic irrigations to “clean out the 
poisons in the system,” they say. Now 
they want me to do the same thing. 
They read your column and I know 
would be persuaded by what you say.

Dear Mr. F.; 
One of the most difficult problems 
confronting physicians is freeing 
people from myths and fancies. 
At the turn of the century, colonic 
irrigations in France were rituals that 
no one questioned. Soon the fad spread 
to the United States and attracted a 
large group of devotees. 
Regular colonic irrigations “to 
remove poisons” have no validity 
whatsoever. In fact, the indiscriminate 
use of enemas and colonic irrigations 
may, in the presence of unrecognized 
bowel conditions, be fraught with 
extreme danger. 
In very specific instances, doctors 
will 
recommend 
an 
occasional 
irrigation, for a very specific purpose. 
Then, and only then, should it be done. 
We have long since departed from 
the dependence on laxatives, enemas 


and colonic irrigations as the answer 
to all of man’s ills. 
I hope you can induce your parents 
to give up this habit. Certainly, you 
should not fall into the trap of per­ 
petuating this unwise practice. 


What is the best way to treat a 
muscle bruise? One of our children is 
always getting a bruise of one kind or 
another. 
Mrs. H.G.L., Mich. 
Dear Mrs. L.: 
The application of cold immediately 
after a muscle has been hurt tends to 
reduce the swelling. If a tiny blood 
vessel has been broken the blood seeps 
into the fibers of the muscle and makes 
it tender and swollen. 
Cold ap­ 
plications will tend to stop the bleeding 
and minimize the discoloration. 
However, after an hour or two the 
cold has served its function. Then, a 
switch to heat will lessen the pain and 
be helpful in absorbing the blood. 
The temptation to massage an in­ 
jured muscle must be resisted. 
Vigorous massage can start the 
bleeding and further injure the 
muscle.

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WASHINGTON (AP) - Congress is 
considering a bdl to boost employment 
in the depressed auto industry by hav­ 
ing the federal government buy 121,000 
new cars and trucks to replace vir­ 
tually all of its nationwide fleet. 
The proposal, characterized by one 
supporter as a “food stamp program 
for the automobile manufacturers,” 
would cost $443 million.

Instead of replacing its vehicles only 
after six years or 60,000 miles, the 
government would replace all but 
those bought after May 1974. 
But President Ford feels the 
measure is uneconomical, says White 
House Press Secretary Ron Nessen. 
James T. Lynn, director of the Office 
of Management and Budget, says the 
provision is one reason he would 
recommend the President veto the bill 
in its current form. 
Because not all of the $443 million 
would be spent in the same fiscal year, 
administration officials are hard 
pressed to figure out exactly how much 
the measure would add to the budget 
deficit for fiscal 1976, which Ford has 
said should be limited to $60 billion. 
Nessen has also complained that the 
bill would “take away 54,000 sales 
from new and used car dealers 
because the government, in effect, 
would be competing with the new and 
used car dealers.”

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Studded Tires 
Under Attack 


Spanish-American Vets Still Spry 


CIJ5VELAND, Ohio (AP) — Studded 
snow tires, which won an extra month 
of use in Ohio this year, can erode 
concrete 100 times faster than un­ 
studded tires, a Minnesota research 
project reports. 
Ohio highway officials now are 
predicting that it will take $35 million 
over the next 10 years to repair 
damage already done to roads by the 
tires. 
And the Ohio Turnpike Commission 
says the turnpike will need resurfacing 
two years earlier than expected 
because of studded tires. 
The tires with the little metal studs, 
hailed as lifesavers in the north where 
snow and ice cause hazardous con­ 
ditions through much of the winter, are 
still not free of debate. 
The General Assembly voted this 
year to extend their allowable use by a 
month. Today is the last day they could 
be used. 
But the highway engineers and 
contractors are already beginning the 
battle to have the tires banned com­ 
pletely. 
"The dollar cost of studded tire 
damage repair and resurfacing is 
going to shock a lot of people,” says 
Iieon Talbert of the Ohio Department 
of Transportation’s research and 
development bureau. "Over the years 
the figure will be astronomical.” 
The tires, defended as a vital safety 
feature in snow country, have been 
analyzed by both the Minnesota High­ 
way Department and the Ontario 
Ministry of Transport and Commu­ 


nications. 
The results: 
—Snow tires wear pavements 
significantly faster than nonstudded 
tires. 
- The ruts left by the studded tires 
collect ice and snow which can’t be 
plowed out, creating additional 
hazards for motorists. Water in the 
ruts can cause hydroplaning. 
—The studded tires offer little safety 
gain except on glaze ice. Even then, a 
speed reduction of five miles per hour 
would have the same effect. And many 
motorists develop a false and un­ 
warranted sense of security because of 
the tires. 
—The studs lose their effectiveness 
as the weather gets colder, and offer 
no safety advantage when tem­ 
peratures are below zero. 
—When the ice is gone and the 
pavement is dry, studded tires take 27 
per cent greater distances to stop than 
unstudded tires. 


Both Minnesota and Ontario have 
banned studded tires. 
Defenders of the studded tires note 
that the number of cars has increased 
by 400 per cent since 1945, and the cars 
are being driven more miles. 
But opponents say the research has 
shown the high cost of the tires to the 
motorist, studded and non-studded 
alike. 


“ They do more harm than good,” 
says Cuyahoga County Engineer 
Albert S. Porter, "They are simply a 
big ripoff of motorists.” 
M alpractice Insurance Pinch 
Brings Call For Legislation

Insurance Director Harry V. Jump 
and legislators from both parties 
called a news conference today to 
discuss legislation to deal with medical 
malpractice insurance problems in 
Ohio. 
Rep. William E. Hinig, D-96 New

Institutions Committee, whose panel 
will consider proposals, was included 
and named as a sponsor of legislation 
being proposed by the director. 
Jump, who had separate medical 
and legal committees make recom­ 
mendations to him, is expected, among 
other things, to call for creation of an 
"assigned risk pool” among the state’s 
liability insurers. 
The pool, to be known as the "joint 
underwriters association,” would 
write 
malpractice 
policies 
for 
physiciais and hospitals unable to 
obtain coverage for reasonable 
premiums in the open market. Even 
so-called "high risk” physicians would 
be able to obtain coverage. 
Other proposals by the director call 
for physicians to undergo a minimum 
of 150 hours in "continuing education” 
every three years to keep their licens­ 
es renewed, limit for the amounts 
attorneys may charge for representing 
malpractice claimants and establish 
"peer review” boards to investigate 
the competency of physicians on a 
periodic basis. 
Hinig’s committee, which will begin 
hearings Wednesday, already has a 
series of bills that would encompass 
most of the recommendations.

Tuscarawas County lawmaker’s panel 
would provide for mandatory ar­ 
bitration of claims as an alternative to 
long and costly court suits. It would not 
preclude eventual litigation, however, 
and evidence obtained in arbitration 
hearings would be admissible as 
evidence in court.

Chenault said he had no comment on 
the indictments.

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WASHINGTON (AP) - The day is 
rapidly approaching when the ranks of 
America’s oldest veterans, those who 
fought in the Spanish-American war, 
will dwindle to fewer than 1,000. But 
many are still surprisingly spry. 
The 
Veterans 
Administration 
counted 1,098 Spanish-American war 
vets alive last month. That compares 
with 1,595 alive last July and 1,804 alive 
in July of 1973. There were 392,000 
Americans who participated in the 
tum-of-the-century hostilities. 
The oldest is believed to be 105-year- 
old Nelson Norton of Whitestown, Ind., 
whose 95-year-old brother, Everett, of 
Palestine, 111., makes them the only 
known 
Spanish-American 
war 
brothers alive. Nelson lives with his 70- 
year-old daughter. 
The youngest veterans of that war 
are probably 87 with the average 
around 95. There are 36 who are 100 
years or older. 
More than half require somebody to 
help them get around, but that’s how 
the VA discovered many are still going 
strong.

Under Attack 


Spanish-American Vets Still Spry 


CIjEVELAND, Ohio (AP) — Studded 
snow tires, which won an extra month 
of use in Ohio this year, can erode 
concrete IOO times faster than un­ 
studded tires, a Minnesota research 
project reports. 
Ohio highway officials now are 
predicting that it will take $35 million 
over the next IO years to repair 
damage already done to roads by the 
tires. 
And the Ohio Turnpike Commission 
says the turnpike will need resurfacing 
two years earlier than expected 
because of studded tires. 
The tires with the little metal studs, 
hailed as lifesavers in the north where 
snow and ice cause hazardous con­ 
ditions through much of the winter, are 
still not free of debate. 
The General Assembly voted this 
year to extend their allowable use by a 
month. Today is the last day they could 
be used. 
But the highway engineers and 
contractors are already beginning the 
battle to have the tires banned com­ 
pletely. 
“ The dollar cost of studded tire 
damage repair and resurfacing is 
going to shock a lot of people,” says 
I jeon Talbert of the Ohio Department 
of Transportation’s research and 
development bureau. “ Over the years 
the figure will be astronomical.” 
The tires, defended as a vital safety 
feature in snow country, have been 
analyzed by both the Minnesota High­ 
way Department and the Ontario 
Ministry of Transport and Commu­ 


nications. 
The results: 
—Snow tires wear pavements 
significantly faster than nonstudded 
tires. 
—The ruts left by the studded tires 
collect ice and snow which can’t be 
plowed out, creating additional 
hazards for motorists. Water in the 
ruts can cause hydroplaning. 
—The studded tires offer little safety 
gain except on glaze ice. Even then, a 
speed reduction of five miles per hour 
would have the same effect. And many 
motorists develop a false and un­ 
warranted sense of security because of 
the tires. 
—The studs lose their effectiveness 
as the weather gets colder, and offer 
no safety advantage when tem­ 
peratures are below zero. 
—When the ice is gone and the 
pavement is dry, studded tires take 27 
per cent greater distances to stop than 
unstudded tires. 


Both Minnesota and Ontario have 
banned studded tires. 
Defenders of the studded tires note 
that the number of cars has increased 
by 400 per cent since 1945, and the cars 
are being driven more miles. 
But opponents say the research has 
shown the high cost of the tires to the 
motorist, studded and non-studded 
alike. 


“ They do more harm than good,” 
says Cuyahoga County Engineer 
Albert S. Porter. “ They are simply a 
big ripoff of motorists.” 
Malpractice Insurance Pinch

Both Legendary , Im ag inary 


LA FA YETTE, Ind. (A P) - Elm er 
Shotwell could be another Jack 
Armstrong: the All-American sports 
hero, well-liked, a natural leader, a top 
student, president of the I^etterman’s 
Club. 
But like Armstrong, Shotwell is an 
imaginary character, although you 
wouldn’t know it if you read one 
publication’s pick of this year’s All- 
American high school basketball 
players. Shotwell’s right there, identi­ 
fied by his coach as a great player and 
great person. 
Phil Miller, basketball coach at 
Wainwright High School here, in­ 
vented Shotwell earlier this year to 
prove that anyone — in fact, no one — 
could be a high school All-American. 
Miller sent in the legendary Shot well’s 
statistics to a Cambridge, Mass., firm, 
“ High School All-Americans,” that so­ 
licits prep players of All-American 
caliber. 
The firm also sends the 
“ All- 
American” an order form for an $18.95 
book it sells, listing the players. 
Miller made Shotwell a 6-foot guard 
who averaged 27 points and 12.8 
rebounds a game and led Gladden 
Corner High School to the pinnacle of 
Hoosier basketball, personally gaining 
All Wea Creek Conference and Class C 
All-State honors. 
Shotwell was also deemed president 
of the Gladden Comer I^etterman’s 
Club, and cited for various other school 
and civic achievements — all imag­ 
inary. 
“ I got suspicious of this company’s 
offer when they asked me to nominate 
up to four of my players as high school 
All-Americans,” Miller said. “ That 
sounded kind of weird to me. Nobody 
has four All-Americans. 
“ I had an idea it was just one of these 
deals where they want to sell you a 
book. My daughter was named on one 
of these things, the Society of Dis­ 


tinguished American High School 
Students or something, last year. They 
just wanted to sell her a book with her 
name in it.” 
Sure enough, Miller said he got back 
a letter from a man who identified 
himself as editor of “ High School All- 
Americans.” 
“ They said Shotwell had been ac­ 
cepted after a committee had carefully 
screened his background,” Miller said. 
“ They wanted him to buy this book, 
and they implied it would be sent to 
all the college recruiters. 
“ They told him he was one of a select 
group of less than one per cent of all 
the nation’s athletes to be selected.” 
Miller said any check would have 
shown not only Shotwell to be a fake, 
but also the “ Wea Creek Conference” 
and even “ Class C” to be frauds 
because there are no classes in Indiana 
prep basketball. Gladden Comer High 
School existed “ about 60 years ago,” 
he said. 
“ I think the whole thing is funny,” 
Miller said. “ But it’s too bad, too, 
because it sort of takes away the 
meaning from the kids that really 
deserve recognition. I guess I could 
have nominated Charley Fastbreak 
with the same results.”

The Denver-Utah game wasn’t 
decided until just before the final 
buzzer when Utah’s Ron Boone, who 
led all scorers with 33 points, missed a 
layup that would have tied the score 
with five seconds left. 
Ralph Simpson led Denver with 28 
points. Mike Green added 25 and Mack 
Calvin chipped in 24 during a game in 
which neither team led by more than 
six points. 


Utah started off cold, then overcame 
a five-point Denver margin near the 
end of the third quarter before taking 
its biggest lead at 95-90 midway 
through the final period.

All-American Elmer Shotwell 
Both Legendary, Im aginary 


LAFAYETTE, Ind. (AP) - Elmer 
Shotwell could be another Jack 
Armstrong: the All-American sports 
hero, well-liked, a natural leader, a top 
student, president of the Letterman’s 
Club. 
But like Armstrong, Shotwell is an 
imaginary character, although you 
wouldn’t know it if you read one 
publication’s pick of this year’s All- 
American high school basketball 
players. Shotwell’s right there, identi­ 
fied by his coach as a great player and 
great person. 
Phil Miller, basketball coach at 
Wainwright High School here, in­ 
vented Shotwell earlier this year to 
prove that anyone — in fact, no one — 
could be a high school All-American. 
Miller sent in the legendary Shot well’s 
statistics to a Cambridge, Mass., firm, 
“High School All-Americans,” that so­ 
licits prep players of All-American 
caliber. 
The firm also sends the “All- 
American” an order form for an $18.95 
book it sells, listing the players. 
Miller made Shotwell a 6-foot guard 
who averaged 27 points and 12.8 
rebounds a game and led Gladden 
Comer High School to the pinnacle of 
Hoosier basketball, personally gaining 
All Wea Creek Conference and Class C 
All-State honors. 
Shotwell was also deemed president 
of the Gladden Comer Letterman’s 
Club, and cited for various other school 
and civic achievements — all imag­ 
inary. 
“I got suspicious of this company’s 
offer when they asked me to nominate 
up to four of my players as high school 
All-Americans,” Miller said. “That 
sounded kind of weird to me. Nobody 
has four All-Americans. 
“I had an idea it was just one of these 
deals where they want to sell you a 
book. My daughter was named on one 
of these things, the Society of Dis­ 


tinguished American High School 
Students or something, last year. They 
just wanted to sell her a book with her 
name in it.” 
Sure enough, Miller said he got back 
a letter from a man who identified 
himself as editor of “High School All- 
Americans.” 
“They said Shotwell had been ac­ 
cepted after a committee had carefully 
screened his background,” Miller said. 
“They wanted him to buy this book, 
and they implied it would be sent to 
all the college recruiters. 
“They told him he was one of a select 
group of less than one per cent of all 
the nation’s athletes to be selected.” 
Miller said any check would have 
shown not only Shotwell to be a fake, 
but also the “Wea Creek Conference” 
and even “Class C” to be frauds 
because there are no classes in Indiana 
prep basketball. Gladden Comer High 
School existed “about 60 years ago,” 
he said. 
“I think the whole thing is funny,” 
Miller said. “But it’s too bad, too, 
because it sort of takes away the 
meaning from the kids that really 
deserve recognition. I guess I could 
have nominated Charley Fastbreak 
with the same results.”

By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
Thunderstorms lingered over the 
Southeast today after pouring more 
heavy rains into Alabama and Georgia 
and spawning scattered tornadoes.

Nearly 3 inches drenched Montgomery 
and Mobile as well as Macon, Ga. 
Columbus, Ga., mopped up after 4 
inches in 24 hours. 
Rivers and streams were on the rise 
again for the second time in less than a 
week, but the National Weather Ser­ 
vice said no severe flooding was ex­ 
pected. 
Farther west, workers continued 
opening the gates of the huge Ronnett 


Carre spillway above New Orleans. 
Their aim was to divert some of the 
waters of the swollen lower Mississippi 
River across marshlands, around the 
city and into I^ake Pontchartrain. 
While the diversion eased the strain 
on the levee at New Orleans, fisher­ 
men expressed concern that the surge 
of fresh water would threaten the salt­ 
water oysters and shrimp and their 
livelihood. 


The river level stood at 18 feet — five 
feet below the top of the levee — before 
the Army Corp of Engineers began 
opening the 350 gates on the spillway 
Monday.

Appeals Court

He was tried by a jury here on two 
counts of selling hallucinogens, one 
count each of using an automobile for 
dispensing, using a dwelling for 
dispensing and possession of an 
hallucinogen. 
He was found guilty on all five 
charges and sentences were imposed 
by the court. 
The car in question was, however, 
forfeited by the court to the city of 
Lima. This was the only item reversed 
by the appeals court. The court found 
that in a case such as this, the 
disposition of the car should be han­ 
dled in a civil action rather that as part 
of the criminal proceedings. 
All other parts of the local court’s 
original decision were affirmed.
